I . Introduction 



On September 27, 2002 Applicant filed, by facsimile, 
a Renewed Petition Under 37 C.F.R. 1.47(b). 

Following submission of the renewed petition, the 
non- signing inventor, Christophe Leleu returned to 
Applicant's undersigned representative, an executed 
Declaration .
